money in bank vaults and tin cans 
bare decided to get it iuto circulation, 
and if possible make it productive. 
Orders made contingent upon tbe elec- 
tion of MoKinley are being filled, and 
probably, for a short time at leaat, 
there will be something of a business 
revival. 


Everybody, 
of course, sincerely 


hopes that times will improve and that 
there will bean advance in the prices 
nt real estate and other kinds of prop- 
erty, and employment for all who are 
able and willing to work. If these 
hopes are realized there will be no 
cause to regret the result of tbe elec- 
tion, but, if, as reported, tbe shops and 
tbe factories are now overstocked witli 
goods, for which there ia no market, 
because con-aimers have no money to 
bay them, it is not probable that the 
stocks will be increased, except to fill 
orders made by Mr Banna and his 
lieutenants contingent upon tue result 
of the election.'

can be no permanent prosperity until 
the volume of money is increased 
There is not a dollar more in ciroula-. 
tion to-day than there was before elec- 
tion, except the few millions expended 
in the large cities to convince voters 
that it was for the best interests of the 
country to elect McKinley.

Wyandotte cavo is inferior to Mnui- 


moth iu length, and yet a walk through 
it.« 23 miles of nvonues and chambers 
convinces tho visitor that there is enough 
and to spni'O. Of course he usually takes 
only tho three routes—13 miles—and is 
satisfied. As is tho case with all other 
raves that are in business, u bear bears 
tho credit of discovering this natural 
wonder. It was in this way: In tho 
early days of this stato a hunter one 
iliiy saw u bear and shot but did not kill 
it, whoronpou ho gave chase and was iu 
oloso pursuit, when, lo ami bohold, it 
disappeared! This much puzzled the 
seasoueil hunter, and he stood in amaze- 
niout, but finally summoning his reso- 
lution ho went to the npot where the 
niiinml Imd vanished. There was a large 
opening in tho side of the hill. Investi- 
gation revealed the existence of this 
viisC underground possession. So much 
for tradition. The same thing occurred 
with every other cavo, and why not 
with this? 


The existence of this cavo has been 


known for years. As early as 1813 it 
was owned by a white man who gath- 
ered saltpeter in its chambers and mado 
gunpowder—u precious article in the 
bnckwoods. Tho early settlers worked 
tho cavo that way for years, going far- 
ther and farther from tho entrance in 
search of this mineral. Finally it censed 
to bo necessary or profitable to imike 
their own powder, and tho owner of the 
w.vo abandoned it, and tho land revert- 
ed to tho general government. In 184i! 
or J«oO a man named llot'hrook bought 
the laud and explored tho cave. At that 
time only four miles were known, but 
liy chanco a auiall opening was noticed, 
mid ;ui investigation revealed the fact 
tluit a new and greater portion had been 
discovered. This unknown route was 
explored, six miloj more of cavo came 
into possession of the owner, and it first 
occurred to him that be had a bonanza. | 
The new liml brought tho cavo into no- 
tico, and subsequent discoveries have 
placed it among the wonders of America. 


It was 4(i years ago tbab Mr. Roth- 


rook, then u young man, commenced 
acting as gnido among the labyrinth of 
passageways under tho In'U. Now conies 
0110 of the most interesting features of 
the cavo. When ho began his visits litre., 
lie heard tho drip, drip of tho waters - 
that novel cesiso and saw tba stalactites 
—little fingers of ptone which had been 
iimdo by tbo dripping waters. To test 
(he growth of the stone stems he mark- 
ed orio with the smoke of a cuucllo and 
nwaited.results. Almost 50 years luive 
elapsed, and ho returns today to the 
stone timekeeper and measures the 
growth—three-sixteenths of an inch. 
There ore columns hero seven feet high 
formed by tho constant drop of water. 
Only a lew feet from tho top you pass 
from the known to tbo prehistoric. 


Wyaudotte is beautiful in sediment 


formation—stalagmites and stalactites 
that form from floor and ceiling, grow- 
ing scarcely u hairbreadth in a year, 
but gradually lessening tho distance bo-' 
tweon their crystal points until in time 
tiiey meot and form columns of translu- 
cent Htone, beautiful and chaste ir. de- 
sign, the despair of architects. Fancy a 
chamber of imposing dimensions, the 
lofty coiling supported by these divine- 
ly wrought pillars, the concave walls 
veneered with a coating of sparkling 
diamonds, tho delusive glitter of gold 
and silver in boundless wealth, and you 
biivo Aladdin's cavo, as rich ns tlie ava- 
ricious vision of the Arabian dreamer. 


The now routes reveal the beauties of 


crystal, tho old route presents tlie tu- 
multuous, tho grand. The passage.1! and 
chambers ore rough, broken, the 'hsrrcn 
ruggedness that turns one's thoughts to 
grandeur. This route terminates in tho 
climax of attractions. This is the senate 
chamber, and from its center, seeming- 
ly out of a boiling caldron of molten 
lava that had been chilled and left, im- 
movable, rises tho pillar of tho con'-ti- 
tntion. It stands alone, tho grainiest 
column over erected by man or his mas- 
ter. Thirty"feet iu height, 75 feet iu 
circumference, with" tinted surface M id 
unbroken boily, it stands in pp.rpetuii] 
darkness, no ray of light ever gilding 
its sparldiug oxterior savo that from n 
flickering candle. 


Lot ns take out our uotebool? inul cal- 


culate the age of this venerable pik1. l'ie 
gray bearded guide has told xis that tho 
fragile finger of stone grew three-nix- 
tconthf) ctf nil inch in nearly 50 your::— 
one inch in 245 years. This pillar is 30 
feet high, !JGO inches—two centuries 
and 45 years to one siuglo inch. But 
thou it forms from floor and ceiling, so 
that 3 inches are formed in that time. 
According to our calculation, it has 
been 44,100 years since tho foundation 
of this column was laid. But we have 
omitted one factor. 
The stone finger 


would have formed -in that time, but 
this is 600 times ns groat in diameter.' 
Our pencils and books again—bnt this 
is bewildering. Wo cannot coiicoiva of 
the lapse of time contained in the 44,000 
years. Why go on piling ages upon 
ages? Who is brave enough to say that 
America lacks age? Why, compared 
with this, tho Rameses wero bnt squat 
tors upon the homestead of antiquity. 


Before leaving I found a small piece 


of rock tho Indians had ting from the 
pillar..It had been 700 years «ii:re the 
redskins had made ornaments from this 
beautiful stone, and I carried it away 
with mo as a relio (as ancient as un 
American can Well stand up under) of 
the column whose foundation was laid 
in the eternity of the past—Indianapo- 
lis Journal.

"STONE OF SCONE." 


The 'Enterprising Schoolboy Who 8l/5j>t I»

the Coronation Chair. 


It ia a long walk from the dining 


room of the Westminster school to the 
coronation chair, which stands behind 
the old stone screen just back of the 
altar iu the abbey/ bnt there is au in- 
teresting conection between the two. 
This chair, as is well known, is a rude, 
heavy oak chair, much worn by tiriio. 
It contains the "Stone of Scone" and 
was mado by the order of Edward I in 
1397, and every English sovereign since 
then has sat in it to be crowned. 


A Stout railing in front of the chair 


restrains the crowd of visitors from 
coming near, but if they were allowed 
to examine it as closely as 1 was for- 
tunate enough to do they would And 
out boldly'into1 the solid oak seat in 
such Bprtiwiing letters as the school- 
boy's knife makes upon his desk, "P. 
Abbott sleptin this chair Jan 4, 1801." 
P. Abbott, it seems, was a Westminster 
schoolboy, and a tradition, which there 
ia every reaSon to believe is true, tells 
that lie made a wager with u school- 
mate that he dare ntay in the nbbey all 
night alone. 


Iu order to win his wagor ho hid in 


some corner of the old building until 
the doors were locked for the night and 
thus waa left alone there. Fearing, 
however, that when morning came the 
boy with whom ha had made the bet 
would disbelieve his statement that he 
had won it, he determined to have 
some proof of the fact, and so spent tho 
hours, of the early morning in carving 
on tho coronation chair the sentence 
which, even now, neai'ly n century aft- 
er, bears witness for him. It is disap- 
pointing that the tradition does not 
record just what form and amount of 
punishment was visited upon the lad 
for his escapade, and that history does 
not tell us of his later years. I wonder 
whether the courage and grit which 
this deed manifested foretold an ener- 
getic, successful life or was dissipated 
in mere bravado.—Max Bennett Thrash 
or in St. Nicholas.
